to keep President Roosevelt from accepting the proposal 
ol the powers to "arbitrate thii: difficulties with Venezuela. 
The matter was fraught with so many possibilities of dan- 
ger that men of experience in statecraft forsaw the mis- 
take that might be made and by their united persuasions 
induced the president uot to accept tht* suggestion. The 
idea of Theodore Roosevelt arbitrating a uestion involving 
deep matters of international law and n wide variety of 
subjects would be laughable. The prospect that Theodore 
Roosevelt, as President of the United States, should ar- 
Viittate such a case was perilous. His impetuosity, his lack 
of balance, his faith in Roosevelt, make him especially un- 
lit for such ,\. duty. It is fortunate for the country that his 
udMsors understood his character well enough to keep him 
out of trouble.
